HOW THEY GOT THEIR BONUS 


The Brave Fire Laddies of Wilmington got a 
bonus, in their pay, ‘last week. They received 
their weekly pay check two days late, and in get- 
ting a full pay check each and every fireman got 
a bonus, of from two to eight days pay over the 
money which was voted by the town, in the annual 
Town Meeting. : 

Possibly the firemen did not realize the situa- 
tion, Perhaps they believed, and still believe, that 
they were just getting their week’s pay. 

That was what counted, tothem. They wanted 
that $121 a week, to which they had become accus- 
tomed, They had just spent two days on the tele- 
phone, calling everybody from here to San Francisco, 
about their.pay, and this included callsto the Nation- 
al President of the Fire Fighters Association, 

In 1965, as a result, every fireman received 
(1) the $6,300 pay voted by the town, and (2) two to 
eight days extra pay, at the rate of $121 a week. 
Call it a Christmas Bonus, 

It is difficult to begrudge an individual when 
he receives a windfall, and that’s what happened, 
The chances are that it will never happen again, 

The story began last summer, when Acting 
Town Manager Bob Peters allowed the boys to take 
the ‘extra’ day, about which they had been griping, 
in their vacations, 

As a result (and it was an honest error) the 
fire department vacation pay checks were figured 
on a 72 hour week, and not on a 56 hour week, 

That meant that a man who took a one week 
vacation got two days extra pay, and a man who had 
saved up to take a four week vacation got a total of 
eight days extra pay, 

This was not clearly understood, at the time, 
but as the year end approached it became evident 
that there Was not enough money to pay the firemen 
a full weeks pay, the last week, 

The Finance Committee saw the picture, in its 
entirety, $6,300 had been appropriated, as pay, for 
each fireman, $6,300 was the sum to be paid, They 
could not authorize more. It would be illegal to do 
so. ‘ 


Executive Meeting 


The result was an executive meeting, Monday 
“night @ week ago, in which the Finance Committee 
explained the intricacies tothe Selectmen and others, 
The Finance Committee wanted it executive for the 
simple Treason that a town employee had made an 
honest error, and they did not want him exposed to 
ridicule, 

Not all executive meetings are necessary, and 
the Town Crier always makes it a point of business 
to know what went on. If the story is one that war- 
rants being published, the Town Crier will publish 
it. 

The Town Crier investigated as much as possi- 
ble, and printed all the information that was appli- 
cable, and some that was not. The story was not 
complete, as could be expected under the circum- 
stances, and at least in some places, it was mis- 
leading.

come up to $121 apiece, for the Brave Fire Laddies, 
They would have been exceeding their authority. 

They told this to the Director of Accounts, in 
the State House, The Selectmen had written a letter 
requesting a transfer of money, so that the Firemen 
could get a full week’s pay. It had been signed by 
the chairman, 

The Director of Accounts, noting that there was 
still some’ money in the Reserve Account, felt that 
it was not in his province to over-rule the judgement 
of the Finance Committee. He probably had plenty 
of other things to worry about, anyway. 

Then, on Monday night, after the executive meet- 
ing, the Finance Committee transferred the last 
of its Reserve Account to the Department of Public 
Welfare, “ 

When, on Wednesday, the Brave Fire Laddies 
jearned that they were to get no pay, they were 
quite upset, They indignantly refused an ‘offer’, 
for so it seemed, of a partial payment. This they 
regarded as a snare and a delusion, for they believed 
they were entitled to the fuli $121. No one had told 
them, as of Wednesday morning, that there was 
not a full week’s pay left for them because of their 
extra vacation money. 

And they got onto the telephone, 

Friday, in the State House, Rep, Fred Cain was 
called into the picture. Like many others, he had 
no real knowledge of what had happened, All he 
knew was that the Firemen believed they were en- 
titled to a full week’s pay, and they hadn’t got it. 

Fred went over to the Director of Accounts, 
and reviewed the letters in the file. 

There was the letter, signed by the chairman 
of the Board of Selectmen, requesting a transfer, 

And there was another, from the Finance Com- 
mittee, reporting that they had depleted their Re- 
serve Account. 

And of course a good representative will sup- 
port his elected Board of Selectmen, 

So Fred, going by the evidence, thought the 
Firemen should be paid a full week, and the Direc- 
tor of Accounts authorized it, 

And that’s how the Brave Fire Laddies received 
their Christmas Bonus in the Year of Our Lord 1965,

$672,000 Increase in Budget 


The Selectmen decided to walt 
until after the March elections to 
appoint a new Town Counsel, and 
Town Manager Richard Henneber- 
ger estimated a $672,000 increase 
in next year’s budget at the Se- 
lectmen’s meeting on Monday night 

When the question came up of 
appointing a permanent replace- 
ment for former Town Counsel 
Philip Buzzell, whose resignation 
was final at the end of the year, 
Selectman Niles suggested that 
it might be best to defer the de~ 
cision until after the March elec- 
tions. Bender concurred, saying 
that deferring the decision would 
be fairer to those presently on 
the Board and those who might 
be on the Board in the future. 

Attorney Alan I, Altman has 
been serving as Associate Town 
Counsel for the past few months, 
He was appointed when It was 
learned that Buzzell planned to 
resign, Mrs. Drew asked how it 
was possible to have an Associate 
Town Counsel when there was 
no Town Counsel, Niles then 
moved that Altman be designated 
Acting Town Counsel, and the 
Suggestion was approved with 
Niles Bender and LaRivee voting 
in favor, 

TM Henneberger initiated the 
first of the discussions to be held 
in the coming months on the bud- 
get, advising the Board that his 
estimates indicated an increase 
of some $672,000 in the budget 
this year. Henneberger said that 
prime among the causes for the 
increase were the deficits in last 
year’s budget in the form of un- 
paid bills and overdrafts, Other 
sources of increases were larger 
Proposed budgets for the school 
department, reserve fund, apprai- 
sals and land faking, tax title and 
legal assistance, street lights, and 
court cases, 

Henneberger reported that the 
Water Department was going to 
fall $14,000 below its expenses 
in revenue this year. The TM 
plans to have a water rate study 
made, 

The Board discussed several 
proposed warrant articles for a 
new street sweeper, a new front 
end loader and back loader for the

Reading Municipal Light 


More Power 


for Wilmington 


During the past year the Reading 
Municipal Light Department has 
doubled the capacity of power lines 
from Reading towards Wilmington 
Square, in order to keep abreast 
of the ever increasing demand from 
its Wilmington customers, 

A new transformer, soon to go 
into service, has been installed 
near Wilmington Square, (It hap- 
pens to be on the site of Wilming- 
ton’s first railroad depot), This 
transformer has a capacity of 4700 
KVA  (Kilo-Volt-Amperes) and 
will furnish power to homes and 
small business firms along Main 
Street, from the Wilmington Plaza, 
and down to Woburn Street, at Lo- 
well Street, excluding such firms 
as Avco, which have their own 
power lines, 

Power from the new station will 
also go to homes along Shawsheen 


Avenue, Burlington Avenue, and 
Church Street, as far as Wildwood 
Street. 

Installing the new transformer 
station has called for doubling 
the power lines, along Main and 
Lowell Streets, so that there \s 
now two separate 13,8 Kilo Volt 
lines serving the central part of 
Wilmington, This in itself {s an 
insurance feature, in that if a 
fault should develop in one of the 
lines the other will be able to 
take up the burden while repalrs 
are being made, 

The Reading Municipal Light 
Company spent about $200,000 dur- 
ing the past year, in making im- 
provements and installing the new 
transformer station in Wilmington, 
The station itself is worth In ex- 
cess of $100,000,

$10 more per square foot now. 
This figure has every chance of 
becoming larger in ten years, 
Since I doubt that Wilmington’s 
finances will be any better in ten 
years, I question is it eco- 
nomically wise to wait?
